A  daughter  died  in  Infancy. 

He  followed  the  shoemakers  trade  in  early  life  but  later  took  up  stone 
masonry  work. 

He  brought  his  family  to  the  United  States  in  1854  and  first  settled  at 
Dyersville,  Dubuque  County,  Iowa. 

He  suffered  the  loss  of  the  fingers  of  his  right  hand  as  the  result  of  an 
accident  while  carrying  an  old  muzzel  loading  shotgun  shortly  after 
coming  to  America. 

In  1855  the  family  moved  to  a  farm  in  Delhi  township,  Delaware  County  where 

he  and  his  wife  lived  their  remaining  years.

WILLIAM  ROBINSON  was  born  in  Nottinghamshire,  England  on  August  26,  1838 
the  second  son  of  John  and  Jane  Hpllet  Robinson  natives  of  Nottinghamshire. 

William  received  his  early  schooling  in  England  and  was  apprenticed  to  the 
Stonemasons  Guild  and  finished  his  training  after  his  parents  came  to 
thiB  country. 

The  family  made  their  home  at  Dyersville  in  Dubuque  County  until  1855 
when  they  moved  to  a  farm  in  Delhi  township,  Delaware  County,  Iowa. 

On  March  17,  1859  he  was  married  to  Jane  Pym  the  daughter  of  George  Pym 
early  settlers  of  Dyersville  and  natives  of  England.  Jane  Pym  was 
born  May  1,  1839  in  England.
